Dr. Albert Miller shares his life during the Holocaust

Dr. Albert Miller was invited to 
speak to the ninth and tenth grade 
students at Pendleton County High 
School by NJROTC Commander 
Joel Nahari. Dr. Miller addressed 
these young people in the school’s 
auditorium at 12:15 p.m. on March 
26. 

All freshmen English classes at 
PCHS require the reading of a book 
called, "Night" by Elie Wiesel. This 
literary work concerns the Holocaust 
in Europe which involved the execu¬ 
tion of 11,000,000 human beings by 
the Third Reich of Nazi Germany. 

Dr. Albert Miller grew up in Ger¬ 
many during the time (1920-1945) 
that the Third Reich was in power. 
He witnessed the anti-Semitism 
practiced by the Nazi regime. His 
family owned a successful clothing 
company and he has many happy 
memories of his early childhood. In 
1936 Albert Miller attended the 
Olympics where American Jesse 


Owens won four gold medals. As 
conditions became worse for the 
Jews in Germany his family put 
together a plan to leave the country 
and resettle some place else. Dr. 
Miller departed Nazi Germany in 
1937 for Switzerland and later 
escaped with his family to the Unit¬ 
ed States. Miller served in the Unit¬ 
ed States Armed Forces and eventu¬ 
ally came to live in Hamilton, Ohio 
with his wife Jane, where he was an 
optometrist. 

In his lecture to the PCHS stu¬ 
dents on March 26, Dr. Miller spoke 
about the year 1933 when he was ten 
years old. In that year German Presi¬ 
dent Paul van Hindenburg appointed 
Adolf Hitler as the Chancellor of 
Germany. Hitler quickly established 
a totalitarian regime known as the 
Third Reich. Six million Jews were 
destroyed through mass executions 
by the German National Socialist 
Workers’ Party or Nazis. Also five 
million additional individuals were 


killed from other target groups, 
which included: political opponents, 
homosexuals, gypsies, African 
Americans, the mentally ill, the 
mentally challenged, the physically 
disabled and Jehovah’s Witnesses. 

Dr. Miller told the PCHS pupils 
about his experiences as a young 
student, how he was singled out and 
ridiculed as a Jew. He spoke about 
the book burnings. He spoke about 
the Night of the Broken Glass when 
1000 Jewish synagogues were 
burned by the Nazis. He explained 
how the Jewish people were dehu¬ 
manized, disenfranchised, robbed of 
material possessions and murdered 
by the Third Reich. 

Dr. Miller said his favorite group 
of words from our Pledge of Alle¬ 
giance was "with liberty and justice 
for all." Dr. Miller said we should 
never forget the importance of that 
phrase, and that we should always 
strive to treat others as we ourselves 
would like to be treated.

Did you ever realize when you read articles 
in the newspapers about unclaimed monies that 
your name could be on the list? Well this is no 
trick. Make sure you check this information 
out. 

Kentucky State Treasurer Todd Hollenback 
and Dir. of Disbursements and Accounting 
Thomas Scally attended the Falmouth Rotary 
Club meeting on Thursday, March 28 in Fal¬ 
mouth. He told Rotary members about this 
program and asked for their assistance in get¬ 
ting the word out. The program is called "Trea¬ 
sure Finders." 

Besides unclaimed refunds for car insur¬ 
ance, you may find unclaimed dividends, old 
checking accounts left with money in them, 
tobacco settlement money, or other entities. 

You'll be surprised whose names from Pend¬ 
leton County are on the list. It costs you nothing 
to go the website and see for yourself. "Pendle¬ 
ton County has over $500,000 in unclaimed 
property, (approximately 2,190 names) and we 
want to get it back to its owners," said Hollen¬ 
back. 

Treasure Finders Kentucky is a proactive 
outreach designed to locate Kentucky residents 
who may have unclaimed property. Hollenback 
asks local clubs or organizations to look over 
the list of names and have them call the one's 
they know to have them come in, fill out paper¬ 
work and start the process to collect this 
unclaimed money. Hollenback has talked with 
Pendleton Judge-Executive Henry Bertram and 
Magistrate Bob Fogle to set aside the date of 
April 12, 2013 in the fiscal court chambers in 
the court house. Residents can go to the team 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. to fill out a form

Edith Bladel reaches the century mark in age

You’d have to be over 100 to 
remember the March 1913 flood. 
Edith Blasdel doesn't remember 
it, but she and her family remem¬ 
ber the most important fact from 
that time: it's when she was born! 
Blasdel, daughter of George Clar¬ 
ence and Chloe Bentle, was born 
Thursday, March 21, 1913, at 
Lights Fork Creek, Ky., said her 
son Paul Blasdel, Capistrano, 
Calif. 

“The day she was born the 
creek they lived on was very swol¬ 
len,” he said. Her dad - his 
grandpa - rode a horse to Fal¬ 
mouth to get the doctor to assist 
at the birth. 

But when they came back to 
the Bentle farm, the doctor's 
buggy horse was afraid to cross 
the creek. 

“Grandpa put his big mare 
beside the horse,” and the smaller 
animal went on through the high 
water, said Paul Blasdel. 

By the time Edith was born 
and the doctor was ready to leave, 
the water had gone down. 

The family moved to Indiana 
when she was seven and had a 
farm on State Line Road where 
they raised beef and dairy cattle, 
hogs, and produce. 

“It was pretty much a self- 
sufficient farm,” said her son. 

His mom, who understands 
what's said, but now has trouble 
expressing her thoughts, remem¬ 
bers living on the farm, “playing 
in the fields,” he said. 

She went to elementary and 
then high school at Bright. 

“It was very tiny. I don't think 
it was a one-room school but all 
the kids were there together,” said 
Paul Blasdel. 

Later, “right after the war,” 
Edith's father built two houses in 
Greendale, one for daughter 


Edith and another for her brother 
Elbert Bentle. 

Both a blacksmith and a car¬ 
penter, George Bentle built at 
least 250 homes in the Tri-State 
area, said Paul Blasdel. 

Baby Doll born 

For her eighth birthday, Edith 
got her best present ever: a living 
“Baby Doll” as her new brother 
Willis Bentle, now 92, was to be 
known all his life. 

Both he and their sister 
Laverne Blasdel, who will be 91 
in April, attended Edith's patty at 
Pine Knoll, where Laverne also 
lives. The sisters share a last name 
because Laverne also married a 
Blasdel, a cousin to Edith's late 
husband. 

The trio were among eight 
siblings, two of whom died 
young, leaving the two sisters and 
their brothers Elbert, Wilson, 
Cecil and Willis to survive to 
adulthood, said Paul Blasdel. 

Edith Blasdel, an accom¬ 
plished musician, taught piano 
for 35 years, and was church pia¬ 
nist and organist at the Church of 
Christ in Greendale. 

Her husband Elvin died about 
14 or 15 years ago, said their son. 
The couple had two children, 
Paul Blasdel and his sister Brenda 
Higgins, Memphis, Tenn. 

Their birth probably was what 
their mom would say was the 
most important event in her life, 
said Higgins. 

Edith now has three grand¬ 
children and five great-grandchil¬ 
dren, said her son. 

“Obviously, she's seen a lot, 
she's seen indoor plumbing, she's 
seen electric come into her 
home,” said Paul Blasdel. 

She experienced the first cats 
and that wonder of communica¬ 
tion, the telephone. 

But as a resident of Pine Knoll 
for 11 years, the past 10 without 
her sight, she's not seen the com¬ 


munication explosion of the 
Internet, iPhones and tweets. 

“She is the greatest mom that 
anyone could hope to have, very 
devout in her Christian ways 
which she taught to Brenda and 
me,” added Paul Blasdel as his 
sister sat beside their mom, help¬ 
ing her greet her many visitors. 
Over a hundred folks crowded 
the visitors lounge at Pine Knoll. 

Why live to 100? 

So why has his mother made 
it to 100? 

“Mom has concerned her life 
with the good things that sur¬ 
round us .... lived one of the 
purest and most productive lives 
a human being could live,” said 
her son. His sister agreed their 
mom's Christian life had a lot to 
do with it. 

“She never smoked or drank 
or 'ran around with wild men,'” 
added Higgins, attributing the 
last phrase to her mom. 

A few years ago, Edith asked 
her doctor essentially the same 
question. He replied that she had 
good genes. 

“She thought he was talking 
about her new jeans,” which she 
had worn for the health checkup, 
laughed her son. 

But the Bentle family all lived 
to be very old, with her dad 
reaching 98 and a maternal aunt 

103. 

Edith is not on any medica¬ 
tion, though her memory is 
beginning to fade, said Paul Bias- 
del. 

“I think she'll live a lot lon¬ 
ger,” he added. 

Surrounded by family and 
friends, Edith Blasdel broke into 
a smile as the crowd began to sing 
Happy Birthday, then raised her 
hands in delight, perhaps to con¬ 
duct the music. 

The centenarian had not for¬ 
gotten that love. 


Man's estate donates to every Kentucky animal shelter 



Muhlenberg County dairy farmer Bland Hardison's generous 
donations to Kentucky's animal shelters will help with supplies, oper¬ 
ating costs and maintenance. Pendleton County will use the donation 
to help with the spay and neuter program. 


A mild-mannered western 
Kentucky farmer who never 
turned away a stray cat left a por¬ 
tion of his estate to every county- 
run animal shelter in the state. 

County officials received 
checks earlier this month for 
$1,432.47 from a man they never 
met, a Muhlenberg County dairy 
farmer named Bland Hardison. 

Hardison died in 2008 at age 
86 and had set up in his will a gift 
for the state's animal shelters, said 
his widow, Jonell Hardison. In 
total, Hardison set aside nearly $ 1 
million in donations to various 
charities upon his death, and the 
estate took years to settle. 

Jonell Hardison said Wednes¬ 
day that her husband loved his 
pets and even the strays that would 
wander onto the farm. 

"We often would take in any 
stray cats that came along, we'd 
water and feed them," Jonell 
Hardison said. "He loved his

pets. 

Bland Hardison would often 
take pet food to the local animal 
shelter, although he sometimes 
needed a hand lifting it because of 
his age, she said. 

The donations were a much- 
needed windfall for county-run 
shelters around the state. They 
often struggle with overcrowding 
and small budgets. 

Rusty Newton, who runs Shel¬ 
by County's animal shelter, said 
the money from Hardison would 
be used to buy new carriers used to 
transport animals for veterinarian 
visits. The shelter has had a no-kill 
status for the past four years. 

"I was surprised, but at the 
same time we were thrilled that 
someone would care enough to 
leave money for all the shelters," 
Newton said. The shelter, which 


houses about 140 dogs and cats 
and has a $147,000 annual bud¬ 
get, depends on donations from 
the public, he said. 

Even small rural counties with 
no shelters for stray animals 
received the donation, including 
Fleming County, which sends its 
strays to neighboring Lewis Coun¬ 
ty- „ 

"That was a big surprise," said 
Fleming County Judge-Executive 
Larry Foxworthy. "It's a wonderful 
gesture that someone would be 
that caring." 

The county's animal control 
program, which runs on a $42,500 
annual budget, will use the money 
to feed animals kept overnight 
before they are transported to 
Lewis County, Foxworthy said. 


Here in Pendleton County the 
generous donation will be used for 
the spay and neuter program. Res¬ 
idents have been using the pro¬ 
gram helping to decrease the over¬ 
population of pets and stray ani¬ 
mals. This is a problem that has 
long-plagued the area. 

"This donation was greatly 
appreciated," said Steve Johnson, 
Pendleton County Animal Con¬ 
trol Officer. "The spay and neuter 
program is very important to the 
county. With the increase of inter¬ 
est in it, this money will help fund 
the program and keep over-popu¬ 
lation down. This was a very kind 
gesture from Mr. Hardison and we 
are very thankful." 

Hardison worked with a local 
bank for several years on the 
details of his donations, which 
included gifts to The American 
Cancer Society, the American 
Heart Association and the Arthri¬ 
tis Foundation, said Kathy Gish 
with Sacramento Deposit Bank in 
Calhoun. 

He also left $2,590 to each of 
235 cemeteries around Kentucky 
for maintenance and upkeep, Gish 
said.

Sen. Katie Stine reviews Kentucky congressional week 


The 2013 
General Assembly 
session has now 
thankfully ended. 
The most impor¬ 
tant piece of legis¬ 
lation that passed 
was Senate Bill 2, 
the public employ¬ 
ee pension reform 

bill. 

The public employee pension 
system is more than $30 billion in 
the red. Experts predicted it would 
run out of cash in five years with 
the commonwealth forced to go to 
a “pay as you go” system on pen¬ 
sion benefits. The Senate has been 
ringing the alarm on this issue for 
several years now and I was very 
pleased that a bipartisan solution 
was finally agreed upon. Senate 
Bill 2 will establish a new-style 
retirement plan for those entering 
the system next year and require 
pre-funding of any future cost-of- 
living adjustments for retirees. 
Under the bill, pension benefits 
for new hires would be calculated 
in a hybrid ‘shared-risk’ plan simi¬ 
lar to a 401 (k) that will guarantee 
a 4% annual return on invest¬ 
ment. Further, legislators and 
judges would be treated the same 
as regular state employees. The 
General Assembly is required to 
fund 100% of the actuarially 
required contribution (ARC). The 
new cash-balance plan is more 
predictable and sustainable than 
the current defined benefit plan 
without carrying as much risk for 
employees as a traditional 401 (k). 
Besides saving the state $ 10 billion 
over 20 years, SB2 protects the 
retirement of current employees 
and retirees as well as the tax-pay¬ 
ers’ financial exposure. The bill 
will have no effect on teachers’ 
retirement, nor will it apply to 
current employees and retirees 
except to stabilize their current 
plan. 

The session also saw the final 
passage of Senate Bill 1, the Mili¬ 
tary and Overseas Voter Act,

which modernizes and streamlines 
the absentee-voting process by 
allowing members of the armed 
forces, their spouses and others 
serving overseas to register to vote, 
and to request and receive a ballot, 
electronically. To ensure vote secu¬ 
rity and anonymity, completed 
ballots would still be returned via 
traditional postal mail. 

Both the Senate and the House 
overrode the Governor’s veto on 
House Bill 279, the Religious 
Freedom Act. This act protects 
religious liberty from governmen¬ 
tal intrusion. It compels the gov¬ 
ernment to prove a “compelling” 
interest, or crucial and direct rea¬ 
son, before it can substantially 
burden religious freedom. With¬ 
out it, any law with general appli¬ 
cability can override religious lib¬ 
erty regardless of how much that 
liberty is burdened. This is merely 
the reestablishment of what was 
the long-held law. 

House Bill 366 will make it 
easier for medical providers to get 
credentials to serve the Medicaid 
population here. Unfortunately, 
this process was taking up to six 
months for many medical profes¬ 
sionals and Kentucky needs all the 
providers we can get. 

In an effort to boost the state 
economy and support Kentucky 
farmers looking for an alternate 
cash crop, Senate Bill 50, approved 
35-1, was sent to the governor’s 
desk late Tuesday as well. The bill, 
originally passing the Senate earli¬ 
er during session, had stalled in the 
House. In the last hours of the day, 
Agriculture Commissioner Comer 
was able to persuade the House to 
compromise and the bill passed. 
The measure will regulate the 
growing of industrial hemp in the 
state, giving us a head start in cul¬ 
tivating the crop if and when the 
federal ban on it is lifted, or Ken¬ 
tucky gets a waiver. 

Before I close, I do want to 
mention an important bill that 
passed last week. House Bill 1 
brings much-needed transparency 


and accountability to the more 
than 1,200 special taxing districts 
across the state. Most of these 
public library boards, fire depart¬ 
ments, water and sewer and other 
local taxing districts provide out¬ 
standing services to their commu¬ 
nities, but there are some bad 
apples that sometimes leave tax¬ 
payers in the dark on how their 
money is being spent. The bill 
would put education and ethics 
rules in place for these special- 
purpose entities and would create 
an online registry to publicly dis¬ 
close their annual budgets and 
other pertinent information. The 
bill also requires all special taxing 
districts to submit a budget report 
to their local fiscal court. 

We in Northern Kentucky are 
painfully aware of the growing 
heroin abuse epidemic that is rav¬ 
ishing our region and expanding 
into other parts of Kentucky. In an 
effort to address this scourge, I 
filed Senate Bill 6 back in Febru¬ 
ary to try to stop heroin traffick¬ 
ers. Unfortunately, the House 
ignored the legislation and despite 
my continued efforts even until 
the last hours of the session, the 
House refused to consider it. It is 
very disappointing that the House 
has such little concern about this 
very serious problem. 

The work of the regular session 
may be complete, but the work of 
the commonwealth and of the 
legislature continues. I’ll continue 
working for my constituents dur¬ 
ing the interim, studying issues, 
meeting with individuals and 
groups, and monitoring the prog¬ 
ress of our newly-enacted laws.

Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly 


For the better 
part of the past 
year, there was no 
doubt what the big¬ 
gest issue of the 
2013 Regular Ses¬ 
sion would be: Sta¬ 
bilizing our public 
retirement systems 
for state and local 
government 
employees and their retirees. 

Initially, it seemed as if the 
House and Senate would not be 
able to find common ground as 
both sides took different approach¬ 
es to solve the problem. With the 
help of Governor Beshear, however, 
leaders from both chambers were 
able to sit down and find a way that 
most members could support. 

The final product is actually 
two different laws. The first pro¬ 
vides funding to pay down the size¬ 
able liability, with the money com¬ 
ing from several different sources; 
individual taxpayers should notice 
little change, though. At the same 
time, this revenue plan puts in 
place a new tax cut for those who 
trade in their vehicle for a new one. 
Before, these buyers had to pay sales 
tax on the full cost of the vehicle, 
but now they will have to pay it 
only on what they owe, saving them 
potentially hundreds of dollars. 
This should help spur more sales of 
cars and trucks when it is formally 
put in place. 

The new retirement plan, 
meanwhile, will only affect those 
hired after Jan. 1, 2014, who take 
part in the state and local govern¬ 
ment retirement programs. Their 
plan will be somewhat similar to a 
401(k), but with some built-in pro¬ 
tections, such as assurances that 
their account will see steady growth. 
Teachers will not be affected, since 
they take part in a different retire¬ 
ment system. 

This approach could turn out to 
be a model program for other states, 
since most are facing liabilities as 
well measured in the billions of dol¬ 
lars. What is important to note is 
that Kentucky’s current employees 
and retirees in these systems now 
have much greater assurances that 
their retirement is secure. They also 
will be eligible for future cost-of- 
living allowances if money is avail¬ 
able. 

Another benefit is that this 
action should improve our standing 
with the bond companies that pro¬ 
vide money the state uses to build 
schools, roads and infrastructure. If 
we had not acted, these companies 
would have undoubtedly increased 
the interest rate on the state’s bor¬ 
rowing costs. 

While our work on pensions 
was the highlight of the General 
Assembly’s final two days last week, 
there were several other noteworthy 
bills that are now poised to become 
law. 

The most popular of those, and 
one I was proud to work on closely, 
would put Kentucky at the fore¬ 



front among the states if the federal 
government either lifts its ban on 
industrial hemp or grants us a waiv¬ 
er to grow it in a highly controlled 
environment. 

The plan would strengthen the 
Kentucky Industrial Hemp Com¬ 
mission and have it serve as the 
oversight organization if we are able 
to move ahead. It would gather 
advice from agricultural experts at 
our public universities, with the 
University of Kentucky’s College of 
Agriculture playing an especially 
important role as the commission’s 
administrative home. 

As anyone who followed this 
issue knows, there was a lot of 
debate about how best to move 
forward on this crop, which can be 
used as a biofuel, paper, clothing 
and in the auto industry, among 
other things. In the end, everyone 
came away pleased with the final 
product. The hope now is that it 
can become a viable crop for farm¬ 
ers and generate a sizeable number 
of jobs. 

Two other bills making it to the 
governor’s desk last week will help 
our healthcare providers and our 
men and women in uniform sta¬ 
tioned overseas. The first would 
accomplish that by treating our 
Medicaid managed care organiza¬ 
tions more like private insurers 
when there is a dispute over pay¬ 
ment. If signed into law, this will 
hopefully cause cases like this to be 
resolved much more quickly for our 
doctors and hospitals. 

The other bill will make it 
somewhat easier for those overseas 
to vote. The original proposal 
would have let our soldiers return 
their absentee ballots electronically, 
but concerns from some about the 
integrity of this system means that 


these ballots can now be emailed to 
the soldiers, but the soldiers must 
still mail their vote back. 

I’m proud that some of the bills 
I sponsored this year are either law 
or should soon be. That includes 
my House Bill 295, which strength¬ 
ens and protects the relationship 
between our agricultural and equip¬ 
ment dealers and the manufacturers 
they work with. 

My goal of establishing a tax 
credit for farmers who donate sur¬ 
plus food they raised to non-profit 
organizations also made it through 
both chambers. This will give our 
farmers even more incentive to help 
groups such as God’s Food Pantry 
feed those in need. 

This short-year session - lasting 
just 30 days - accomplished a great 
deal. In addition to the bills men¬ 
tioned, we also put more oversight 
on our special districts; authorized 
more than $360 million worth of 
new or renovated facilities at many 
of our public universities; and set a 
path forward to raise the state’s high 
school dropout age from 16 to 18. 

I want to thank everyone who 
contacted me during this time. 
Although our work is done passing 
laws, the House and Senate com¬ 
mittees will continue meeting 
throughout the year to study issues 
affecting the state so that we will be 
ready when we return in January.

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What you need to get ready for the warm weather 
and those delightful Spring hummingbirds 


As spring weather begins to 
appear in Kentucky, many of us 
begin to think about flowers and 
birds. Hearing the singing of our 
feathery friends brings the prom¬ 
ise of warmer weather, lots of 
sunshine and days outdoors after 
a long winter trapped inside. A 
new sense of freedom begins ris¬ 
ing up in our souls. 

Digging out the humming¬ 
bird feeder is one of the first 
springtime chores to be done. 
Getting hummingbirds hum¬ 
ming around the deck or garden 
gives one the feel that summer is 
just ahead. 

Hummingbirds in the U.S. 
and around the world have the 
benefit of being garden and back¬ 
yard favorites. Many people put 
out hummingbird feeders or 
grow flowers that attract hum¬ 
mingbirds in the warmer months 
that allow these birds to refuel 
during their long migratory jour¬ 
neys. What's in sight is often in 
mind, and many fans of hum¬ 
mingbirds are doing what they 
can to keep every backyard, park 
and garden a friendly place for 
these beautiful birds. 

Who are these delightful and 
unique summertime visitors? 

Hummingbirds are small, col¬ 
orful birds with iridescent feath¬ 
ers. Their name comes from the 
fact that they flap their wings so 
fast (about 80 times per second) 
that they make a humming noise. 
Hummingbirds can fly right, left, 
up, down, backwards, and even 
upside down. They are also able 
to hover by flapping their wings 
in a figure-8 pattern. They have a 
specialized long and tapered bill 
that is used to obtain nectar from 
the center of long, tubular flow¬ 
ers. The hummingbirds feet are 
used for perching only, and are 
not used for hopping or walking. 

Hummingbirds primarily eat 
flower nectar, tree sap, insects and 
pollen. 

The hummingbird’s fast 
breathing rate, fast heartbeat and 
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high body temperature require 
that they eat often. They also 
require an enormous amount of 
food each day. Hummingbirds 
have a long tongue which they 
use to lick their food at a rate of 
up to 13 licks per second. 

Hummingbirds are found 
only in the Western Hemisphere, 
from southeastern Alaska to 
southern Chile, although most 
live in the tropics. There are 320 
species of hummingbirds, 12 of 
which summer in North America 
and winter in tropical areas. 

Like other birds, humming¬ 
birds communicate via visual dis¬ 
plays. Hummingbirds are very 
territorial and have been observed 
chasing each other and even larg¬ 
er birds such as hawks away from 
their territories. 

Historically hummingbirds 
were killed for their feathers, 
today they face different but 
equally devastating threats. 

Habitat loss and destruction 
are the hummingbird’s main 
threats. As hummingbirds are 
often specially adapted to each 
unique habitat, each species of 
hummingbird currently listed as 
vulnerable or endangered on the 
IUCN red list are all threatened 
due to habitat destruction and 
loss. 

The earth's changing temper¬ 
atures due to climate change are 
affecting hummingbird migrato¬ 
ry patterns, causing different spe¬ 
cies to be spotted in locations 
well outside their normal range, 
where it may be harder for them 
to find food. 

So what do we need to do to 
attract hummingbirds and to care 
for them while they are with us. 
Here are a few tips. 

If you never seem to be able to 
attract hummingbirds to your 
yard, try one or more of these 
tips, and you should see hum¬ 
mers at your feeder soon! All 
hummingbird feeders that are 
purchased these days have red on 
them somewhere, but if you are 



feeder. Another way to attract 
attention to your feeder is to 
place it among flowers that hum¬ 
mers like, or hang a basket of 
flowers nearby. You will find that 
feeder activity slows as more 
flowers bloom in your yard. Do 
not panic! They prefer natural 
nectar over what we give them in 
our feeders, so they are still 
around, and you will see them at 
your feeders more often, as the 
blooms start to diminish. If you 
live in the Eastern part of the 
United States, you will find you 
only have one hummingbird that 
will visit us for the summer, and 
that is the Ruby-throated. They 
are very territorial and defend 
flowers and feeders within their 
favorite roost spot, so if you want 
to attract more than one hum¬ 
mer, try putting up 2-3 more 
feeders out of sight from each 
other—perhaps on another side of 
your house. 

Most hummingbirds are 
migrant, and visit North America 
in the warmer seasons. Feeders 
should be put up in time for their 
arrival. This will vary greatly 


arrive as early as January, and in 
the Upper Great Lakes they 
arrive in May. It is important to 
know the average date they arrive 
in your specific area to get your 
feeder up 3-10 days before the 
average date so they will see your 
feeder up and take a drink, and 
possibly stay for the season in 
your backyard! 

This is a suggested recipe for 
making your own nectar, one the 
birds prefer over the various 
instant mixes. 

Mix together 1 part sugar 
with 4 parts water. Boil 1-2 min¬ 
utes. Cool and store in refrigera¬ 
tor. 

Never use honey or artificial 
sweeteners! Honey ferments easi¬ 
ly, and can cause sores in a hum¬ 
mers mouth. Artificial sweeteners 
have no food value. Do not use 
red food coloring in your solu¬ 
tion, as this could be harmful to 
your hummers. No testing has 
been done on the effects dye has 
on birds. Most feeders have red 
on them and that should be 
enough. 

Your hummingbird feeders 


need to be cleaned, and nectar 
changed every 3-4 days—more 
often in hotter weather. If you see 
black spots inside your feeder this 
is mold and you will need to 
scrub it out with a good bottle 
brush, but if you can't reach it 
with a bottle brush you can add 
some sand with water and shake 
the feeder to remove the mold. 
You should never use harsh deter¬ 
gent to clean your feeder. Rinse 
out each time you change your 
nectar with hot water, and if you 
do this on a regular basis you 
should not have a problem with 
mold inside the feeder. Don't fill 
the feeder more than half full, 
because they won't be able to 
drink it all before it will need to 
be changed. 

The following is a list of flow¬ 
ers, shrubs, vines, and trees that 
hummingbirds are attracted to. 
Note: none of these need to be 
red in color, although the color 
red is attractive to humming¬ 
birds. If in doubt as to whether 
any of the following will flourish 
in your area, please check with 
your local nursery.

Sometimes in trying to feed 
hummingbirds there are unwant¬ 
ed visitors such as ant and bees. 
Here are some tips to help with 
the pests. 

The best way to prevent ants 
at your feeder is to use an "ant 
guard." An ant guard is a barrier 
between the ants and the nectar. 
These guards are built into many 
feeders but are also available as an 
add-on accessory for existing 
feeders. 

Hummingbird feeders come 
in many shapes, styles and 
designs. Some are very good at 
preventing bees and some would 
be better labeled as bee feeders." 
The thing to remember is that 
bees and wasps compete for nec¬ 
tar at flowers and feeders yet both 
seem to survive. 

To stop attracting bees to your 
feeder you need to prevent the 
bees from reaching the nectar. 
Feeders by Best 1, Aspects or 
Droll Yankee are the best at keep¬ 
ing nectar out of the reach of 
bees. Even with bee proof feeders 
a little extra care is needed as 
when hummingbirds eat they lap, 
not suck up the nectar. This lap¬ 
ping causes a small amount of 
nectar to end up on the surface of 
the feeder near the feeder ports 
which the bees will quickly find. 
When you see bees on a bee proof 
feeder, simply wipe the surface 
with a wet sponge and your bees 
will leave. 

Well Spring here and we've 
lots of good information to use, 
so all that's left is to get ready for 
our summertime visitors. Happy 
humming!

Serpents of Wisdom: 

The Poetry of Norman MacCaig 

There is wildness in Norman 
MacCaig's poetry. Not just his 
poems describing the untamed 
western Highlands of Scotland, 
but those that are set in the Edin¬ 
burgh University Staff Club. Sea¬ 
mus Heaney says of MacCaig, 
"His poems are discovered in 
flight, migratory, wheeling, and 
calling. Everything is in a state of 
restless becoming.' (From Roder¬ 
ick Watson's "Introduction" to 
The Many Days: Selected Poems 
of Norman MacCaig [Edinburgh: 
Polygon, 2010]). 

It is hard for me to believe, but 
I only discovered MacCaig this 
past summer - and that was by 
accident. I was, in fact, looking for 
another poet in the bookshop in 
Oban, Scotland. I had just come 
across a brilliant poem by Hugh 
MacDiarmid and wanted to read 
more. The bookshop didn't have 
any MacDiarmid, but they did 
have a pretty good poetry section 
- a rarity in bookshops these days. 
Working my way through the 
shelves, I came across MacCaig's 
collection, The Many Days. Scan¬ 
ning the verses, I was immediately 
drawn in. Serendipitously, the vol¬ 
ume includes two poems MacCaig 
wrote about MacDiarmid, the sec¬ 
ond of which is titled, "After his 
death." The poem ends with these 
delightful lines: 

The government decreed that 
on the anniversary of his birth the 
people should observe two min¬ 
utes pandemonium." 

MacCaig's ability to commu¬ 
nicate with humor and honesty in 
sixteen lines Hugh MacDiarmid's 
great spirit is breathtaking. But 
even more amazing is his ability in 
a long poem to explore the inter¬ 


section of a small human being 
and the vastness of the Scottish 
Highlands and western coastland, 
as he does in what I think is his 
finest poem, "A Man in Assynt." 
This poem defies my efforts to 
summarize, demanding to be read 
as a whole. The poet takes us into 
the presence of pure transcen¬ 
dence, allowing us to meet among 
the mountains and diving cliffs of 
his beloved Scottish coast "Being 
expressing itself." Humanity's 
attempts to worship God in our 
"stone boxes" are not disparaged 
by MacCaig, they are merely 
placed into proper perspective, as 
though to say that numan voices 
raised in praise of God are good, 
but listen now to creation's praise 
which is greater still. 

Taking in the whole sweep of 
creation from a vantage point in 
the rugged Highlands MacCaig 
invites us to see: 

"These shapes; these incarna¬ 
tions, have their own determined 
identities, their own dark holiness, 
their high absurdities. See how 
they make a breadth and assem¬ 
blage of animals, a perpendicular¬ 
ity of creatures, from where, three 
thousand feet up, two ravens go by 
in their seedy, nonchalant way, 
down to the burn-mouth where 
baby mussels drink fresh water 
through their beards - or down, 
down still, to where the masked 
conger eel goes like a gangster 
through the weedy slums at the 
sea's foot." 

The stubborn independence of 
the wilderness moves MacCaig. "I 
can't pretend/ it gets sick for me in 
my absence,/ though I get/ sick for 
it. Yet I love it/ with special grati¬ 
tude, since/ it sends me no let¬ 
ters...." Reading MacCaig's 
description of his relationship to 



this wild place, I am reminded of 
Thomas Merton's comment that 
he was won to God by the doc¬ 
trine of divine aseity, the Christian 
belief that God does not need us. 

What is, perhaps, most remark¬ 
able about MacCaig is that he can 
move with such facility from the 
vast canvas of Assynt to the inti¬ 
macy of "Memorial," one of the 
most poignant poems I have ever 
read. Jt opens with the haunting 
words of a person in profound 
grief, a person unseated by the loss 
of the one he loves. 

"Everywhere she dies. Every¬ 
where I go she dies. No sunrise, no 
city square, no lurking beautiful 
mountain but has her death in 
it...." 

And closes with these verses: 

"Ever since she died she can't 
stop dying. She makes me her 
elegy. I am a walking masterpiece, 
a true fiction of the ugliness of 
death. I am her sad music." 

MacCaig's acerbic wit, his 
pathos, his sense of reverence all 
spring from an engagement with a 
land as hard ana unforgiving as 
any on earth, but also soft, softly 
beautiful and inviting. The faith 
we share as Christians is compli¬ 
cated for its integration of a living 
pagan remembrance, but is 
strangely enriched, not depleted at 
all, by this syncretism. Nowhere is 
this reality conceptualized more 
powerfully than in his poem, 
Celtic Cross," which ends witfi 
words that firmly escort sentimen¬ 
tality from the scene: 

'The stone remains, and the 
cross, to let us know. Their unjust, 
hard demands, as symbols do. But 
on them twine ana grow beneath 
the dove serpents of wisdom whose 
cool statements show such under¬ 
standing that it seems like love."

In the early 80's under Randy 
Couch and Sharon Fletcher, the 
Ladycats was a running and gun¬ 
ning group of players who would 
score in bunches and played 
hard-nosed defense. One of the 
Cats who lead the way was guard 
Cathy Roseberry 

"I was overwhelmed when I 
was told," Cathy said about her 
selection. "I never dreamed I'd be 
in the HOF. It's a real blessing 
and an honor to be among such a 
reputable group." 

She continued, "I played with 
some awesome ladies. Nancy 
Moreland, Kimmie Hinton, Kim 
Dennie, Sheila Ockerman and 
Angie Hart. I learned stuff from 
each and every one of them." 

She scored 1,278 points in her 
career and stood #1 on the Lady- 
cat's scoring list until Amy More¬ 
land surpassed her total seven 
years later. With no three-point 
line to help Cathy in scoring, she 
still stands #3 in the Ladycat 
Point Club. Something her dad 
who never missed a game despite 
working third shift liked to point 
out to people as late as last week. 

Cathy gave credit to several of 
her coaches. "David Tackett (who 
is also a member of the 10th 
Region Hall of Fame) was my 
first coach ever and he saw some¬ 
thing in me. I had never played 
basketball till the 7th grade but 
Mr. T saw a raw talent that even I 
didn't know I had." 

"Fletch always knew how to 
get the most out of me. She 
would taunt me and just get me 
mad and I'd go out there like a 
crazy woman. 

Her top memory of her Lady- 
cat days was being a member of 
the SWAT team with Angie Hart, 
a name that was bestowed upon 
them by varsity coach Randy 
Couch. 


"It was hard to get the ball up 
the floor on us. I was so proud of 
that and being named Miss Dedi¬ 
cation. I always practiced hard so 
that was rewarding for me." 



Cathy Roseberry, a prolific 
scoring guard for the Ladycats in 
the early 80's was selected by the 
10th Region Coaches Association 
as a member of the Hall of Fame 
Class of 2013. 


Cathy's 2013 Hall of Fame 
classmates have a touch of Pend¬ 
leton County flavor. Tiffany 
Hornsby McKenzie from Flem¬ 
ing County was a PC student 
through the middle school years. 
Maria Sparks Bruener of Camp¬ 
bell County is presently a coach 
in the Future Ladycats League 
with her husband, Adam, and 
Tony Johnson of Bracken County 
was former principal of Northern 
Elementary. 

Also honored was player Alli¬ 


son McKinney Lucas of Bracken 
County and contributor Liz 
Yeiser of Paris. Selected by the 
Veterans Committee were Dean¬ 
na Darell of Nicholas County, 
Donna Stephens of Harrison 
County, Drucie Connors of 
Fleming County and Shawna Toy 
of Bath County. 

Athletic Director Keith Smith 
commented upon Cathy's selec¬ 
tion. "I was a Ladycat varsity 
coach for 8 seasons and also got 
to watch those great teams of the 
early 80's as a student and man¬ 
ager, and there is no doubt that 
Cathy is one of the greatest Lady¬ 
cats to ever lace up the shoes and 
take the floor for Pendleton 
County." 

Cathy joins several Ladycats 
in the 10th Region Hall of Fame. 
Nancy Moreland, Amy More¬ 
land, Megan Wood, Jenna Kel- 
sch, Kathy Yelton, Kay Mudd, 
David Tackett, Thomas Woofter, 
and Louis Meadows. 

After high school, Cathy 
attended Morehead State where 
she continued to light up the 
scoreboard averaging 20 points a 
game in intramurals. The coach¬ 
ing staff saw her and invited her 
to walk on. She did and played 
for three semesters. 

Cathy knows that her success 
traces back to her parents. "My 
parents were always there for me 
the entire time. Dad and Dick 
Hargett would be in the stands 
giving the refs heck and mom 
took me to every practice and 
waited for me the entire time. 
She bragged about me everywhere 
we went and would be so happy 
for me right now." 

"Every memory I have of bas¬ 
ketball is wonderful.

Ware up and walking on crutches after broken leg 


Louisville guard Kevin Ware was 
up and walking on crutches Monday, 
April 1, 2013 and coach Rick Pitino 
said his player's spirits have been 
boosted by the outpouring of sup¬ 
port from friends and fans. 

Ware isn't in any pain after a 
two-hour surgery Sunday night, 
March 31 to repair a horrifying frac¬ 
ture in his right leg. Doctors reset the 
bone and inserted a rod, and are 
monitoring him to make sure there's 
no infection, Pitino said. 

"He's doing terrific, in great spir¬ 
its," Pitino, who visited Ware on 
Sunday night and again Monday 
morning, said on a conference call. 
"He'll be with us in Atlanta." 

Ware broke his leg in the first half 
of Sunday's Midwest Regional final 
when he landed awkwardly after try¬ 
ing to contest a three-point shot, 
breaking his leg in two places. He 
was taken off the court on a stretcher 
as his stunned teammates openly 
wept. 

Before he left, Ware urged his 
teammates to "just win the game," 
and all said afterward there was no 
way they could have let him down. 
The Cardinals beat Duke 85-63 to 
reach their second straight Final 
Four. 

"That was the first time he just 
broke down and cried, when he 
heard the players talking about him," 
Pitino said. "Now he's in very good 
spirits and anxious to get out of the 
hospital and get back with the guys." 

They're anxious to have him 
back, too. He has the regional cham¬ 
pionship trophy, which Pitino 
brought him Sunday night. 

"I said, 'All right, just make sure 
you don't lose it,'" Pitino said. 

As long as there are no complica¬ 


tions, Pitino said Ware should return 
to Louisville on Tuesday. The Cardi¬ 
nals travel to Atlanta on Wednesday 
night, and Pitino said they expect to 
have Ware with them. 

Ware has played a key role in the 
Cardinals' second straight Final Four 
run, scoring 11 points on 5-for-7 
shooting in 25 minutes in the region¬ 
al semifinal win over Oregon, and on 
Sunday he was the primary motiva¬ 
tor. Before leaving the court, he 
called his teammates over to prod 
them to win the game and not worry 
about him, a message he continued 
to express at halftime. And he was 
eager to return to Atlanta, where he 
played high school basketball. 

For television viewers, it was a 
gruesome sight that prompted many 
to express their sentiments on social 
media sites. CBS even stopped show¬ 
ing the replay, which was not seen 
inside Lucas Oil Stadium. 

Ware's teammates were overcome 
with emotion, too. 

Luke Hancock patted Ware on 
the chest after Ware rolled himself to 
the sideline and right in front of the 
Louisville bench. Behanan and sev¬ 
eral other players sat on the floor as 
Ware was treated and some, includ¬ 
ing Behanan, cried. Duke guard 
Tyler Thornton covered his eyes 
when he realized what had happened, 
and Blue Devils coach Mike Krzyze- 
wski even told Pitino that he would 
agree to let the teams warm up again 
if they wanted. 

They didn't, though Pitino did 
summon Ware's teammates so he 
could speak to them. His message 
was simple: Win the game. 

Louisville forward Wayne Blacks- 
hear fell to the floor, crying, and 
Behanan looked as if he was going to 


be sick on the court, kneeling on his 
hands and feet. Peyton Siva sat a few 
feet away, a hand covering his mouth. 

Someone finally pulled Behanan 
to his feet, but he doubled over and 
needed a few seconds to gather him¬ 
self. 

Two doctors speculated Ware 
might have had stress fractures that 
predisposed him to such a break. 

Dr. Reed Estes, assistant profes¬ 
sor of orthopedic surgery at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alabama at Birmingham, 
and team physician for the UAB 
football team, said basketball players 
are prone to stress fractures in the 
tibia, the larger of the two bones in 
the lower leg, and that can weaken 
them. 

"If these are not detected they 
can result in a full fracture, particu¬ 
larly if the landing mechanics are just 
right" after a jump, Estes said. Sur¬ 
gery to stabilize the bones is usually 
successful, and Ware should be fine 
to play next season, he said. 

Dr. Frederick Azar, head of the 
Campbell Clinic in Memphis, Tenn., 
and a spokesman for the American 
Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons, 
said Ware "jumped pretty far hori¬ 
zontally and vertically, and he landed 
with a twist," which puts so much 
torsion and stress on the bones they 
could have just snapped. He agreed 
with Estes' assessment that a stress 
fracture could have made Ware more 
prone to such an injury. 

Louisville, the top overall seed in 
the tourney, missed four of its next 
five shots after the injury but regained 
its composure to take a 35-32 half¬ 
time lead and went on to an 85-63 
victory. 

"We won this for him," Pitino 
said. "

Legislators approve historic pension reform 


Agreement fully funds, stabi¬ 
lizes pension system with revenue 
neutral plan 

After weeks of bipartisan 
negotiation led by Governor 
Steve Beshear, the General 
Assembly passed bills stabilizing 
and modernizing the state’s pen¬ 
sion system. The legislative pack¬ 
age creates funding to pay the 
state’s full recommended annual 
pension contribution without 
threatening key state services like 
education and public safety. 

The companion bills, House 
Bill 440 and Senate Bill 2, passed 
both chambers this evening, 
eliminating the need for a special 
session on pension reform. 

“The looming pension liabil¬ 
ity threatened to gut funding for 
education and all other priorities. 
It demanded our immediate and 
bipartisan cooperation,” said 
Gov. Beshear. “No matter our 
political philosophies, none of us 
were willing to put our kids at 
risk of a stripped-down educa¬ 
tion. We all agreed we could not 
simply change our pension plan 
without paying for it. I’m proud 
of the bipartisan work that has 
been done in Frankfort to find a 
reasonable, practical solution to 
the pension challenge.” 

The increased cost to fully 
fund the actuarially required con¬ 
tribution to the Kentucky Retire¬ 
ment Systems is estimated at 
$100 million per year from the 
General Fund. 

“This is a shining example of 
how government should tackle 
pressing problems facing the 
state,” said Senate President Rob¬ 
ert Stivers. “Public pension 
reform was accomplished 
through a bipartisan, bicameral 
and collegial way.” 

“Unlike Congress, we have 
shown that we can solve complex 
problems in a comprehensive and 
bipartisan way. Like any major 
piece of legislation, it is not with¬ 
out some controversy, but we 
have brought stability to our sys¬ 
tem and adequate funding that 
will ensure a safe and secure pen¬ 
sion for those covered,” said 
Speaker Greg Stumbo. “With 
the help and steady hand of Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear, we have honored 
our commitment, we have 
accomplished our mission, we 
have solved a huge problem, and 
we have earned our pay. The tax¬ 
payers expect this, they deserve 
this, and we delivered.” 

“One of our most pressing 
duties this session was to find a 
fix to the unfunded pension sys¬ 
tem. It was not an easy task - 
especially in today’s economy — 
but we have found a solution that 
will make our retirement system 
solvent,” said Senate Minority 
Floor Leader R.J. Palmer. “This 
end result is especially gratifying 
because of the manner in which 
we arrived at our solution — we 
worked together. Members of 
both parties in both chambers 
and Governor Beshear rolled up 
our sleeves to tackle this prob¬ 
lem. The passage of this legisla¬ 


tion shows that the system works. 
This is democracy at its best.” 

“The issue of public pension 
reform and the significant finan¬ 
cial impact has cast a long shad¬ 
ow,” said House Minority Floor 
Leader Jeff Hoover. “Today’s 
resolution is a monumental 
achievement for our Common¬ 
wealth. I have said for several 
months this issue had to be 
addressed this session. While it 
may not satisfy all concerns, it 
does save Kentucky taxpayers 
more than $10 billion over the 
next 20 years. I applaud and 
commend the leadership of Gov¬ 
ernor Beshear, Senate Majority 
Leader Thayer, and my colleagues 
in the General Assembly for step¬ 
ping up and solving this signifi¬ 
cant issue.” 

“The passage of pension 
reform is not only a major public 
policy achievement that will 
place our pension system on the 
path to solvency, but also an 
example of a bipartisan consen¬ 
sus which proves that elected 
leaders can still work together in 
Frankfort,” said Senate Majority 
Floor Leader Damon Thayer. 

Proposed Pension Changes 

The Governor and legislators 
agreed to the major recommen¬ 
dations of the legislative Ken¬ 
tucky Public Pensions Task Force. 

The agreement fully funds 
the annual increased estimated 
state obligation to the pension 
plan, known as the actuarially 
recommended contribution 
(ARC), beginning in Fiscal Year 
2015. 

SB2 makes fundamental 
changes to the pension plan in 
order to address long-term sus¬ 
tainability issues. It creates a 
hybrid cash-balance plan for 
future state and local employees 
hired on or after January 1, 2014, 
which gives those new employees 
better portability of their pension 
benefits. The hybrid plan is 
approximately actuarially equiva¬ 
lent to the existing benefit plans, 
and provides state and local gov¬ 
ernments with improved predict¬ 
ability and stability for pension 
costs. 

The plan will provide for an 
annual cost-of-living adjustment 
for retirees if the General Assem¬ 
bly fully prefunds it in the year it 
is provided. 

SB2 also improves transpar¬ 
ency and legislative oversight of 
the Kentucky Retirement Sys¬ 
tems and increases local govern¬ 
ment representation on its Board. 

The legislative and judicial 
pension systems will also make 
the same changes to their systems 
for all new participants (those 
elected or appointed after Jan. 1, 
2014). 

Funding the Pension Obligation 

The Governor and legislators 
agreed to adjustments to the 
state’s tax code that are roughly 
revenue neutral and will generate 
additional funds to pay for the 
increased ARC. 

HB440 reduces the personal 
tax credit by $10 — which will 


generate about $32.5 million 
annually to the General Fund, 
and provides a new trade-in tax 
credit for the purchase of a new 
car. 

On balance, taxpayers will see 
little change in the amount of 
taxes they pay each year. 

Another $30 million will be 
created annually thanks to recent 
federal tax changes. Finally, new 
technology and compliance 
efforts will allow the state to col¬ 
lect taxes that are already owed in 
a more efficient manner, which 
will collect $37.4 million more 
each year upon full implementa¬ 
tion. 

Plan Protects Education, 

Addresses Concerns from 
Bonding Agencies 

The Governor and legislative 
leaders worked to create an ade¬ 
quate funding plan to pay the 
increased ARC that would not 
force cuts in other critical state 
services such as education, public 
safety, and health care. 

Despite repeated budget cuts, 
the Governor has worked with 
legislators to protect these ser¬ 
vices from the worst of the reduc¬ 
tions over the past five years. 
Without a funding plan, the 
growing pension liability would 
have crowded out other services 
for an ever-larger share of the 
General Fund. 

The unfunded liability for 
Kentucky Retirement Systems, 
which includes state and local 
employees, is estimated to be 
approximately $18 billion. 
That’s the same size as an entire 
biennial state General Fund bud¬ 
get. 

It was this growing pension 
liability that caused concern to 
the national bond rating agen¬ 
cies. In February, Standard and 
Poor’s Rating Services revised 
Kentucky’s financial outlook 
from stable to negative, citing the 
unfunded pension liability as a 
primary reason. A year ago, 
Moody’s Investor Service down¬ 
graded Kentucky’s bonds and 
maintained a negative outlook, 
citing in part the growing pen¬ 
sion liability. A downgrade in 
bond rating means it costs tax¬ 
payers more for public building 
projects, as it increases the bor¬ 
rowing costs. 

The agreement will also 
improve transparency for taxpay¬ 
ers through the creation of a 
website that updates the financial 
and actuarial health of the pen¬ 
sion system. Stronger legislative 
oversight will be accomplished 
through the creation of the Pub¬ 
lic Pension Oversight Board to 
monitor the Kentucky Retire¬ 
ment Systems. Pension board 
membership will expand from 
nine members to 13, with three 
new members from nominees 
from the Kentucky Association 
of Counties, the Kentucky 
League of Cities, and the Ken¬ 
tucky School Boards Association; 
and a fourth new member elected 
from CERS.

Kentucky House approves hemp bill

Legislators reached a last- 
hour deal last Tuesday to pass a 
bill to license Kentucky farmers 
to grow hemp. 

The deal between House 
Democrats and Sen. Paul Horn- 
back, R-Shelbyville, will allow 
hemp licensing by the Kentucky 
Industrial Hemp Commission 
under the control of the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Who would do the licensing 
had been a big snag for House 
Democrats, who apparently 
buckled under public pressure. 

Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer said the bill will 
leave the hemp commission with 
the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture. The research func¬ 
tions will be performed by the 
University of Kentucky. 

The House voted 88-4 and 
sent the bill back to the Senate 
where it passed 35-1. 

The last-minute deal came 
after a day of negotiations 
between Hornback and Rep. 
Rocky Adkins, D-Sandy Hook, 
as well as other House Demo¬ 
cratic leaders. 

The bill appeared hung up 


on who would administer hemp¬ 
growing licenses to Kentucky 
farmers. 

Despite widespread public 
support, the bill faced several 
hurdles, including initial opposi¬ 
tion in the Senate and in the 
House Agriculture committee. 
But it eventually passed both 
handily. 

Hornback negotiated until 
virtually the last minute of the 
session to get it to the floor of 
the House. 

The bill would license Ken¬ 
tucky farmers to grow hemp if 
federal restrictions were lifted. 
Most of Kentucky's congressio¬ 
nal delegation, except for Rep. 
Hal Rogers, R-Somerset, are 
sponsors of federal legislation to 
distinguish between hemp, 
which has very low levels of 
THC, and marijuana. Currently, 
the DEA doesn't recognize any 
difference; both crops are illegal. 

Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Louisville, 
signed on as a sponsor of the 
federal hemp bill. U.S. Sen. 
Rand Paul, R-Bowling Green, 
U.S. Reps. John Yarmuth, 
D-Louisville, and Thomas Mass- 
ie, R-Vanceburg, said they would 
lobby the DEA either for a per¬ 


mit for Kentucky or for a waiver 
to let the state be a pilot project. 

Comer said that would posi¬ 
tion the state to attract several 
hemp-based industries, with sev¬ 
eral businesses prepared to invest 
in hemp-related facilities in 
Kentucky if the state was suc¬ 
cessful. 

In opposing the bill, House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo had cited 
concerns of Kentucky State 
Police and drug enforcement 
officers that legal hemp would 
be hard to distinguish from ille¬ 
gal marijuana. 

Gov. Steve Beshear also has 
expressed similar concerns. It is 
unclear whether the governor 
might veto the bill. 

Comer said that he will be 
calling Beshear to urge him to 
sign the hemp bill. 

He said he has not spoken to 
the governor about it "but I will 
be." If Beshear does sign it. 
Comer said he plans to join 
Kentucky delegation led by Yar¬ 
muth and Paul in Washington to 
push for a waiver. 

Comer said he believes the 
state has a strong chance of get¬ 
ting it. 

"We'll walk in there with a 
lot of credibility," Comer said. 


Comer to call on Washington to lift hemp ban 


Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer plans to lead a 
delegation to Washington with¬ 
in a month to seek an exemption 
for Kentucky producers to grow 
industrial hemp. 

“I will work closely with Sen¬ 
ators Rand Paul and Mitch 
McConnell and Representatives 
John Yarmuth and Thomas 
Massie to put Kentucky first in 
line if and when the federal gov¬ 
ernment allows industrial hemp 
production,” Commissioner 
Comer said hours after the Ken¬ 
tucky General Assembly passed 
Senate Bill 50, state Sen. Paul 
Hornback’s bill to establish an 
administrative framework for 
hemp production in Kentucky. 
“We are closer to our goal of 
bringing hemp back to Ken¬ 
tucky than we have been in more 
than 60 years, and our work 
continues.” 

Former Kentucky Treasurer 
Jonathan Miller will act as liai¬ 
son to the White House for the 


Kentucky Industrial Hemp 
Commission, of which both 
Comer and Miller are members. 



“I am happy to lend whatev¬ 
er aid I can to this worthy 
effort,” Miller said. “I am so 
proud of everyone who worked 
to pass Senate Bill 50, including 
Commissioner Comer, Senator 
Hornback, and Representative 


Rocky Adkins, who literally 
worked until the eleventh hour 
to strike a deal, even when the 
bill appeared to be dead. Now 
Kentucky can send a unified, 
bipartisan message to the federal 
authorities.” 

Senate Bill 50, with a House 
floor amendment drafted by 
Adkins, passed the House by an 
88-4 margin in the final hour of 
the legislative session Tuesday 
night. The Senate concurred in 
the House floor amendment 
35-L Along with the adminis¬ 
trative framework, the bill keeps 
the hemp commission attached 
to the Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture, tasks the Kentucky 
State Police with conducting 
background checks on appli¬ 
cants for licenses to grow indus¬ 
trial hemp, and provides for 
demonstration projects by the 
University of Kentucky and 
other public universities that 
choose to participate.

Buttercups in Pastures 

One of the signs that spring 
has arrived is when yellow but¬ 
tercups begin to appear, but it’s 
during the winter months that 
the vegetative growth of butter¬ 
cup actually takes place. As a 
cool-season weed, this plant often 
flourishes in over-grazed pasture 
with poor stands of desirable for¬ 
ages. In fact, many fields that 
have dense buttercup populations 
are fields heavily grazed by ani¬ 
mals during the fall through the 
early spring months. 

Buttercups are sometimes 
classified as short-lived perenni¬ 
als, but often grow as winter 
annuals. Plants typically produce 
five, shiny yellow petals in the 
early spring. There are four differ¬ 
ent species of buttercups that may 
be found in Kentucky: bulbous 
buttercup (Ranunculus bulbo- 
sus), creeping buttercup (Ranun¬ 
culus repens), tall buttercup 
(Ranunculus acris) and small 
flower buttercup (Ranunculus 
arbortivus). Although each of 
these plants may have somewhat 
similar flower heads, each of these 
buttercup species differs some¬ 
what in their vegetative leaf char¬ 
acteristics. New seeds are pro¬ 
duced during the time petals are 
showy. If you wait until after 
flowers appear, it can be too late 
to implement control tactics. 
This is one reason buttercups can 
survive year to year and new 
plants emerge each year. 

Most buttercup plants emerge 
from seed during the fall or late 
winter months. Therefore, pas¬ 
ture management practices that 
improve and promote growth of 
desirable plants during these 
months are the best methods to 
help compete against the emer¬ 
gence and growth of this plant. 
Whereas, livestock overgrazing 
fields during the fall and winter 
months is one of the main factors 
that contribute to buttercup 
problems. You can mow fields or 
clip plants close to the ground in 
the early spring before buttercup 
plants can produce flowers and 


that may help reduce the amount 
of new seed produced, but mow¬ 
ing alone will not totally elimi¬ 
nate seed production. 

For chemical control, herbi¬ 
cides registered for use on grass 
pastures that contain 2,4-D will 
effectively control buttercup. 
Depending on other weeds pres¬ 
ent products that contain dicam- 
ba and 2,4-D (eg. Weedmaster), 
aminopyralid (eg. ForeFront, 
Milestone), triclopyr (eg. Pasture- 
Gard, Crossbow) or metsulfuron 
(eg. Cimarron) can also be used. 
However, legumes such as clovers 
interseeded with grass pastures 
can be severely injured or killed 
by these herbicide products. For 
optimum results apply a herbi¬ 
cide in the early spring (February 
- March) before flowers are 
observed, when buttercup plants 
are still small and actively grow¬ 
ing. For best herbicide activity, 
wait until daytime air tempera¬ 
tures are greater than 50 degrees 
for two to three consecutive days. 
Consult the herbicide label for 
further information on grazing 
restrictions, precautions or other 
possible limitations. 

For fields heavily infested with 
buttercup, you may need a variety 
of control tactics. Apply a herbi¬ 
cide to help reduce the popula¬ 
tion of buttercup plants in the 
spring, plus use good pasture 
management techniques through¬ 
out the year to help improve and 
thicken the stand of desirable for¬ 


ages.

Rhubarb finds its way into so 
many baked goods. It just adds a 
nice, tart taste to everything. Mom 
baked with her homegrown rhubarb 
often, and she never had trouble 
growing rhubarb. If you want to 
start your own rhubarb patch, plant 
the rhubarb one year and then use it 
the second year. I have always done 
this and always had good luck. You 
don’t use the rhubarb for a year so 
that you can give the plants time to 
develop strong roots. I got my starts 
from a lady in church and just 
planted a whole row of them, and 
every year they get fuller and spread 
out more. I plant my rhubarb in full 
sun, because I don’t think the plants 
do as well in the shade. A lot of 
times people will plant them right at 
the edge of their garden. We do this 
and also put horse manure around 
the plants in the spring, which seems 
to help them grow. The rhubarb is 
one of the first goodies ready to be 
harvested in the spring, and this 
recipe is a great way to starting using 
it. 

Ingredients: 

Filling: 

• 4 cups rhubarb cut into 1/4 
inch pieces 

• 2 cups water 


1 cup granulated sugar 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
1/2 teaspoon almond flavoring 
Crust: 

3/4 cup shortening, softened 
1 cup packed brown sugar 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
1 cup quick-cooking rolled oats 
1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
Directions: 

Preheat the oven to 350°F. 
Lightly grease a 9 by 13-inch pan 
and set aside. 

To make the filling: In a medi¬ 
um saucepan over low heat, cook 
the rhubarb, water, and sugar until 
bubbling. Then add the cornstarch 
and stir until the cornstarch is 
mixed throughout and the mixture 
has thickened. Add the almond fla¬ 
voring and stir. Keep on the stove 
over low heat. 

To make the crust: In a large 
bowl, combine the shortening, 
sugar, baking soda, vanilla, flour, 
oats, and cinnamon until the mix¬ 
ture forms coarse crumbs. Take half 
of the crumbs and pat them into 
the bottom of the prepared pan. 
Remove the filling from the heat 
and pour over the bottom crust, 
spreading it evenly. Then crumble 


the remaining half of the crumbs 
evenly over the filling. Bake until 
the crust is golden and a toothpick 
inserted in the center comes out 
clean, 40 minutes. 

When I was growing up, we 
would have rhubarb shortcake a lot 
of times right out of the oven for 
supper in the evenings. Mom would 
sprinkle sugar and cold milk on 
top. We never had it for breakfast 
unless it was left over. My dad 
wouldn’t put milk on it; he would 
just eat it warm. I have fixed rhu¬ 
barb shortcake for my children 
many times, and some like it more 
than others. If we have ice cream in 
the freezer, they would prefer that 
ice cream be served with it. We 
never had that choice growing up. 
They don’t act like they care for the 
milk on the rhubarb like I did when 
I was younger. The children do 
really like rhubarb juice and jam. 
Ingredients: 

3 cups sour milk 

4 cups all-purpose flour 
2 cups chopped rhubarb 

1 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
Pinch of salt 

Directions:
